London, June 4 (AP) — Prime 


Minister Churchill, speaking in 
commons today, said Britain will 
carry this war to victory "if 
necessary for years — if neces- 
sary alone," despite the "colos- 
sal" defeat in Flanders, 


"We shall go on to the end," 


the prime minister said. "We 
shall light in France. We shall 
fight on the seas and oceans. 
We shall fight with growing 
confidence and growing strength 
in the air. 
"We shall defend our island whal 


ever the cost may be. We sha 
fight on the beaches. 
We sha 


fight on the landing grounds. W 
shall fight In the fields and street 
and in the hills." 


"Never Surrender" 


u"We shall never surrender an 


even if, which I do not for 
moment believe, this island or eve 
a part of it is subjugated and starv 
ing, then our empire across seas 
armed and guarded by the Brltisl 
fleet will carry on the struggle untl 
In God's good time the new worli 
and hi all its strength and migh 
sets forth to the rescue and liber 
ation of the world." 


He said the allies had suffered "a 


colossal military disaster," that th 
French army had been weakened 
and Belgium lost. 


The deliverance of the troops fron 


Dunkcrque, he sai'u, was largely dm 
to the work of the royal air force 
guarding the 220 light warships an. 
020 other vessels, employed In the 
work. 


He said 30,000 men In the B.E.F 


had been killed, wounded or are 
missing, but added proudly that 
335,000 allied troops had been saved 
from annihilation or capture.

said the men who were withdrawn 
were "brought hack from the jaws 
of death by a miracle of deliver- 
ance."

erance,” achieved by "valor, perfect 
discipline, faultless service and re­ 
source and skill of all.’’ 
Germans Beaten Back 
"The thousand ships carried over 
335.000 men. French and British, off 
those shores back to their native 
lands out of the jaws of death," he 
said. 
"The Germ ans tried 
hard and 
they were beaten back," he declared, 
with air losses at a rate of lour to 
one. 
As cheers rolled out of the musty 
well of the house, he declared that 
"very large formations" of German 
fliers—“and we know th a t it is a 
very brave race"—ran away from 
attacks by “a quarter of their num­ 
ber of the royal air force 
“Against the feats of your youth 
in the air, the story of the knights 
cf the round table falls back into a 
distant and prosaic past," Churchill 
said. 
Feared Worst 
The fighting prime minister said 
that although some good judges had 
told him th a t 20.000 or 30,000 men 
might be re-embarked “it certainly 
seemed" as though the whole of the 
French first army and the B.E.F. 
north of Amiens and the Abbeville 
■gap might be lost. 
When he set the time for with­ 
drawal a week ago, he continued, 
"I feared it would be my hard lot 
to announce the greatest military 
disaster in our long history." 
However, he said, the allies must 
be very careful not to assign “to 
this deliverance the attributes of a 
victory." 
“Wars are not 
won 
by evacu­ 
ations," the prime minister said. 
He said the British resistance at 
Calais had enabled 
the 
allies to 
keep the port of Dunkerque open. 
“Their sacrifice was not in vain 
at least," he said, speaking of the 
men who had refused the German 
demand to surrender within an hour 
and instead had held out for four 
days. 
Hoped lo Close Gap 
"Two 
armored 
divisions 
which 
otherwise would have been turned 
against the 
British 
expeditionary 
iorce had to be sent for to overcome 
them.” 
Churchill opened his statem ent 
by declaring that “only rapid retreat 
could have saved the British and 
French arm ies" after tile Germans 
broke through at 
Sedan 
on 
the 
Meuse river. 
The French high command had 
hoped "they would be able to close 
the gap" at Seden and on Meuse. 
Churchill said. 
The strategical plan of retirem ent 
“was not immediately realised," he 
declared, because such retirem ent 
would have involved "destruction of 
the fine Belgian army of over 20 
divisions and abandonm ent of the 
whole of Belgium." 
Churchill said the force and scope 
oi the Germ an penetration was not 
realized until General Maxime Wey- 
gund took command of the allied 
armies. 
An effort was made by the French 
and British armies to keep on hold­ 
ing the “right hand of the Belgians" 
and to give their own right hand to 
the

the Somme river in great strength 
to grasp it.

ABITS have more to do .with our peace

Emmet Fox says that "unhappiness, frus- 


tration, poverty, loneliness are really bad 
habits that their victims have become ac- 
customed to bear with more or less fortitude, 
believing that there is no way out, \yhereas 
there is a way; and that Way 'is simply'to ac- 
quire good habits of mind with the Law ih- 
ones—habits of-working with the Law in- 
stead of against it."

People who are fault finding and critical'— 


always looking for some flaw in sortie one, or 
some thing, are usually not only unhappy 
folks, but unhealthy ones. People with kind- 
ly, happy minds, are exceptional in bodily 
health and vigor. A sunbath for the mind is 
really for more important than one for the 
body! What miracles could be performed if 
each of us adopted, as a habit, the former!

get. Partly this is because they are outside the usual 
literary ciicle a little. Mostly It Ls because of Miss 
McCullers' style, which Is beautifully adjusted between 
the terse, simple declarative sentence manner of 
Hemingway and the Twenties, and the more literary 
style "of Messrs. Galsworthy, du Gard, et al. Miss 
McCulleis can write, make no mistake about It :

When engaged In this work I contracted the ague 
and was compelled to return home. A few \veek-s alterword I went back 
to college, but the chills and fever returning, I was reluctantly compelled 
to leave again. Sick and discouraged, with broken down health, I saw 
before me the difficulties of idmaining In college and after consulting 
with friends I abajviored the Idea 01 pursuing the ""hole course ami 
reluctantly left the institution. Short as the time was that I spent al. 
Dickinson I have always been glad that I was once enrolled as one of tlie 
students. The associations of the college have had n decided Influence 
on my life, and I look back with much pleasure to those days I spent In 
the classic shades of the Alma Mater. My departure home ended my 
school-boy days 


"Aversion to School Teaching" 


During the following winter, I was .solicited to teach one of the public 


schools in Huntington Township. I boarded among the patrons and re- 
ceived twenty-five dollars H month for a three months' term

that I ever engaged In seemed to me to be more tiresome and distasteful 
than school teaching. I had sixty scholars crowded In a small room, 
fourteen of whom weie learning the alphabet The others more advanced 
icquncd such individual attention that it was impossible to do siitls- 
iactory woik.

ones— habits of working with the Law in­ 
stead of against it.” 
We all know of those who seem ever to 
have a happiness habit, who keep bouncing 
back from the knocks of fate and circum­ 
stance— coming ever into their own because 
of their upward look and outward reach. 
The natural life is the happy, healthy life, 
and when it is otherwise, wrong habits have 
been allowed to rule.

in mind that good habits are easier to form 
than bad ones— though if bad ones have been 
formed it is more difficult to dislodge them 
than to have formed the good ones in the 
first place.

r came across Butler's Analogy and racked my brain for months trying to 
com prehend its logic, but without much success. 
I had no one to d i r e c t 
me in this m atter. 
Having made up my mind to pursue a college course, I began tile 
study of Latin and Greek, during my last year as an apprentice. I studied 
the grammers under the tutorage oi Jacob l.ejcvrr a member of the senior 
class in Pennsylvania College, and had advanced far enough to translate 
with tolerable facility before I left the printing office, x x x x (Editor s 
Note:—Jacob A. Lefevre who tutored the author of “Sunset Memories,’’ en­ 
u red preparatory school in 1844. He was a member of the Phrenakosm ian 
.society at what is now G ettysburg College, delivered a salutatory a d d ress 
in Latin and then tutored at his Alma M ater from 1851 to 1853. 
He 
pursued his theological .studies at Princeton and entered the Presbyterian 
M inistry about 1856.1 
After my apprenticeship I returned home and during the winter spent 
! two m onths as a supply m inister at the Newville circuit. 
E n te rs D ickinson College 
When traveling the Newville circuit I received a letter from Prof. 
W entworth, of Dickinson College, advising me to come to the institution. 
Though already recommended to the Annual Conference, I concluded to 
take his advise. 
I returned home in the spring and without a teacher 
began the task of preparing myself to enter the Freshm an class at the 
fall session. 
During the whole summ er I worked alone on my gramme! a 
and when tile tim e came I went to Carlisle, passed the examinations and 
was entered as a Freshm an, September, 1852 
Here I had to submit 
to the restraints th a t poverty imposed. 
I roomed in the old college on 
the first floor. 
My colleague was John L Heysinger. 
We boarded our­ 
selves on cheap but substantial fare and found th at we were able to live 
well on eighty cents a week for each. 
During the sum m er vacation I got employment as a missionary from 
the Sabbath Association to work and preach among the boatmen on the 
Pennsylvania canal. 
W hen engaged in this work I contracted the ague 
end was compelled to return home. 
A few weeks afterw ard I went back 
to college, but the chills and fever returning. I was reluctantly compelled 
to leave again. 
Sick and discouraged, with broken down health, I saw 
before me tile difficulties of rem aining in college and after consulting 
with friends I abandoned the idea of pursuing the whole course and 
reluctantly left the institution. 
Short as the time was th a t I spent at 
Dickinson I have always been glad that I was once enrolled as one of tile 
students. 
The associations of the college have had a decided influence 
oi. my life, and I look back with much pleasure to those day* I spent in 
the classic shades of the Alma M ater 
My departure home ended my 
school-boy days 
“Aversion to .School T e a c h in g ” 
During the following winter. I was .solicited to teach one of the public 
schools in Huntington Township. 
I boarded among the patrons and re ­ 
cent d twenty-five dollars a m onth for a three m onths’ term. 
Nothing 
that I ever engaged in .seemed to me to be more tiresome and distasteful 
than school teaching. 
I had sixty scholars crowded in a small room, 
fourteen of whom were learning the alphabet 
Tile other* more advanced 
required such individual attention that it was impossible to do S ani­ 
lac tory work 
Sine;1 that experience I have always had an aversion to 
school teaching.

The hour tor starting til11 procession for the exer­ 
cises in the National cemetery was two o’clock, and 
the line moved promptly a t the com mand of Chiel 
M arshal Golsborough 
The column 
marched out 
Baltimore street in the following order: 
Chiel M arshal Goldsborough and his assistants, 
Captain Jam es Hersh, Dr. T. T. Tate. Lieut. W A. 
Mcllhenny and William B Mcllhenny, Next marched 
the G rand Army band. four abreast.

T H E H E A R T IS A L O N E L Y H I N T E R , ” by C arson 
M cl u liers (H o u g h to n Mifflin: $2.50). 
IT WOULD be a pleasure to explain firmly the 
* 
meaning of Carson M eddlers* 
“'rile H eart Is 
a Lonely Hunter." for this Is a first novel which de­ 
serves the most definite and sure-footed attention 
The difficulty is that after reading it, this depart­ 
ment does not know what Miss M eddlers us driving 
at 
it a1:.j doubts that she does. 
T hat is almost the only unlucky thing in this novel, 
however. Everything but meaning it has abundantly, 
even down to one truly original character, and a large 
number of others less original, but us fully realized 
The “different" one is a deaf mute whose name is 
Singer, aud it is lie about whom tile book revolves 
When n begins, Singer is living with another mute, 
a greasy, gross Greek who Is on the shady side of 
insanity, and finally is committed to an asylum 
Singer, either because he really does possess some 
inner secret of calmness and knowledge or because 
lie is merely a reserved and handicapped man with 
an oveidose of hum an sympathy, appears to a certain 
small group to possess something they envy *— per­ 
haps something they need. Yet when at last he makes 
an end ol his life, the others are not so changed as 
might be expected. 
These others are a girl in adolescence named Mick 
Kelly who Is filled with music she cannot express; 
Jake Blount, whose course mind is filled with partly 
digested truths about labor and capital; Dr Copeland 
who is a negro fighting the apparently hopeless fight 
Hor a Southern mill town) of trying to arouse his 
race to a realization of its capabilities; Biff Brannon. 
who runs a restaurant and saloon and has instincts 
above his station 
Of the lot. Mick and Biff are most 
fully realized — least understandable Is the affection 
Miss M eddlers’ calm and composed deaf mute feels 
for the almost wholly disgusting creatuie whom1 death 
in the asylum leads Singer to suicide, 
But these are people a reader is not likely to for­ 
get. 
Partly this is because they are outside the usual 
literary circle a little 
Mostly it is because of Miss 
McCuiiers’ style, which is beautifully adjusted between 
the terse, simple declarative sentence m anner of 
Hemingway and the Twenties, and the more literary
